In printing, there are three pri- 
mary colours, Red, Yellow and 
Blue.

When King Farouk ascended 
the throne of Egypt in 1936, he 
was but a youth of 16 who had 
just completed his education in 
England, His father, King Fouad 
I, was one of the leading phila- 
telists of his day. He managed 
to assemble magnificent stamp 
collections, the extent of which 
can only be guessed at, 

Informed observers were never 
certain as to whether or not King 
Farouk was carrying on the col- 
lections of his father, although it 
was generally recognized that his 
personal influence on the new 
stamps issued by Egypt helped 
make these stamps artistically

However, in late 1945, after the 
cessation of hostilities, it became 
evident that His Majesty was not 
only continuing the endeavors of 
his father, but that he had a grasp 
of the finer points of philately 
that could only have been ac- 
quired by natural astuteness and 
time spent with stamps.

Since then, King Farouk has 
taken a personal interest in many 
important philatelic exhibitions 
everywhere, He sent official roy- 
al displays to the International 
Centenary Exhibition in New 
York in 1947, at Basel in 1948, 
at Paris in 1949 and others.

14 transporting mail east-bound 
from Wake Island to Honolulu, 
T. H., and west-bound from Wake 
to Guam, Guam, after the estab- 
lishment of the post office of 
Wake on May 1, 1951.

Most FDC's For

The greatest number of first 
day covers ever cancelled carry- 
ing a Danish stamp, reports Eric 
Wowern, Charlottenlund, Den- 
mark, was when the commemora- 
tive stamp carrying the portrait 
of the owner and founder of the 
nation’s largest brewery was is- 
sued, 

He was J. C. Jacobsen who de- 
voted much of his wealth to 
philanthropic enterprises.

A total of 74,175 
first day covers were cancelled on

lines to the inch. The result is a 
certain shade of red. Qu :tion, 
are these shades the same? or 
does the different proportion of 
“white” in the stamp warrant 
a different catalog status? Ridic- 
ulous, isn’t it! Yet these are some 
of the points stamp collectors 
ignore because they do not know 
they exist. 

Take another example. During 
printing the ink is allowed to 
tlow on the rollers through a 
finely adjusted aperture. Assum- 
ing stamps are being printed, Ma- 
chine minder “A” sets his ma- 
chine and runs it for his shift. 
Machine minder “B” came on 
duty. He examines the machine, 
decided that the ink duct is in- 
correctly set, and alters it. Does 
this alter the colour of the stamp? 
In actual fact it does. Should the 
stamp then be given a different 
catalogue value? The answer is 
obviously no. And yet they do 
get different catalogue values. 
Madness, isn’t it? 

Then some collectors become 
very excited over colour varia- 
tions in a sheet of stamps. What 
happens, just this. In printing, 
the plate is fixed on to one rol- 
ler of the machine, and then im- 
mediately above it is the impres- 
sion roller. Now these machines 
are made of steel, and steel is in- 
herently springy. It is impossible 
to remove the springiness and the 
result that while the machine is 
running, these rollers are “bounc- 
ing”, ence your variaton in 
sheets. Now this bounce may be 
measured in only thousandths of 
an inch. However, when it is 
realized that a film of ink on a 
sheet of paper is only two mil- 
lionths in thickness and that a 





millionth equals one thousandth 


part of a millimeter it will be 


understood how these variations 


occur. 

There are three different ways 
of printing: letterpress printing, 
lithograph and intaglio printing. 
The first is printing from raised 
type on a base, that is the let- 
ters are in relief; the second 
method is printing from a flat 
surface. This is based on the fact 
that oil and water do not mix, 
so an oily crayon is used for 
drawing and then the _ stone 
drawn upon is damped. When the 
sheet is applied the drawing is 
transferred from the stone to 
the paper. 

In intaglio printing the image 
is cut into the plate, the whole 
plate is then covered with ink, 
the ink on the surface is wiped 
away, leaving the ink in the re- 
cesses, and then the paper ap- 
plied under pressure. The result 
is that the ink from the recesses 
is transferred to the paper. 

Now these three processes re- 

uire three different kinds of ink. 

ach of these inks has a differ- 
ent percentage of oil. The result 
is three different colours, An ink 
is essentially a solid in solution. 
The solid is the pigment which 
gives the ink its colour, and the 
oil is the solution used for print- 
ing purposes. As these pigments 
have to be thinner than a film of 
ink, it can be realized how fine- 
ly they must be ground down. In 
fact the longer the time spent on 
grinding the pigment, the higher 
4 quality is of the resultant 
in 

Paper also affects colour. The 
higher the finish of the paper 
the more brilliant the printing 
will be. Ink dries in one of three 
ways. By absorption, by oxida- 
tion or by a combination of both 
methods. This gives three differ- 
ent results. The temperature to 
which the stamp is subjected to 
affects it. That is a tropical or 
temperate climate. The stamps 
change with age. Finally the glue 
on the back of the stamp also 
affects it. 

Perhaps I have said enough to 
show collectors that it is a waste 
of time and money :o go “how” 
on shades. At least that ig my 
conclusion,

A Tax Exempt Organization 

Word is just at hand that the Collectors Club of New York has 
been declared a Tax Exempt Organization. That is, in the future 
you can make bequests or gifts to the club and deduct same from 
your income tax payments. 

The club is now recognized as an educational organization by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue at Washington. As a result 
the club has set up a Collectors Club Fund. Gifts of money, stamps, 
philatelic items or objects of value, legacies and bequests may now 
be _ to the club and their value deducted from income tax pay- 
ments. 

Donors may specify for what use the gift is to be applied if 
they so desire, otherwise it will be up to the discretion of the Board 
of Directors to allot the proceeds to the use of the club. When such 
gifts are sent the club, a receipt for the value of the item will be 
issued and this receipt will make it possible for you to deduct 
from your income tax. 

This should be of great value to the club and will lead in future 
years toward building up the club to the place it eventually hopes 
to occupy in American philateliec circles, 

The club has one of the finest Philatelic Libraries in the world 
and gifts of old publications which they need will be welcome. Gifts 
of stamps or bequests in cash are welcome. Chairman of the Fund is 
John J. Britt, the club address is 22 E, 35th Street, New York, N. Y. 


Wild Stories 


Just as an example of some of the wild stories that often come 
to our office we want to tell about the most recent one wherein a 
collector assures us that he saw certain items and that he actually 
held the stamps in his hand. The story is fantastic to say the least 
but seems to be the brain child of some collector who has little 
knowledge of what he is talking about, 

A letter at hand states that this collector was at the show in 
New York in 1936 and saw a sheet of the Byrd stamp, Scott No. 735 
in which the center stamp in the lower row was inverted. He stated 
that someone explained that the printers had taken the cliche of the 
center stamp and turned it upside down and then made several 
prints which were given to a favored few. 

Anyone who knows anything about printing stamps would know 
this to be impossible for the sole reason that the sheet of six stamps 
was part of a plate that consisted of several panes of six and that 
the whole group was a single plate and there were no cliches or 
single pieces in the plate that could be taken out and turned upside 
down, in fact a whole pane of six stamps could not have been turned 
upside down for this same reason, but where on earth do such 
foolish stories come from or originate?

Many of them are of a ridiculous nature but a 
great many of them are unnecessary if the writers own a catalogue. 
Too many collectors are too lazy to dig out information for them- 
selves.

Tuscan Centenary 
Stamps Outstanding 


The two Italian stamps cele- 
brating the Centenary of the first 
stamps of Tuscany, together with 
a single stamp commemorating 
the 33rd Automobile Salon at Tu- 
rin, have been received by P. 
Ostrow, Elizabeth, N. J. who re- 
ports that the Tusean Centen- 
ary issue is the most striking set 
to come out of Italy since the end 
of World War II. 

Released on March 27, the set is 
composed of two values; a 20-lire 
red violet and carmine and a 55- 
lire ultramarine and blue. Design 
is identical for both. Across the 
top of the stamp is the inscrip- 
tion “POSTE ITALIANE” with 
the value boxed at the right. Be- 
low is a _four-line inscription 
“CENTENARIO/DEI FRANCO- 
BOLLI/DI TOSCANA/FIRENZE 
1° APRILE” (Centenary of the 
Stamps of Tuscany; Florence, 
April 1.) The dates 1851 and 1951 
are boxed at the Jower corners. 

The background shows’ the 
Campanile of Giotto and the Cu- 
pola of Brunelleschi, famous Flo- 
rentine landmarks. Superimposed 
upon this background is the Tus- 
can 1 crazia stamp (Scott #3) for 
the 20-lire value and the 6-crazia 
for the 55-lire, 

This issue was designed by Re- 
mo Rossi of Florence. It will be 
valid for postal use through De- 
cember 31, 1951, and is sure to 
be highly popular with all col- 
lectors. 

The single stamp commemorat- 
ing the 33rd International Auto 
Salon was released for public sale 
on April 2 and will continue the 
tradition established last year. A 
20-lire value, it is gray green and 
was designed by Professor Laz- 
zaro Lazzarini of Rome. 

Below the usual “POSTE 
ITALIANE” inscription is a mo- 
dern automobile flanked by the 
flag of nations participating in 
the exhibition. The automobile 
rests on a platform bearing the 
words “XXXIII SALON INTER- 
NAZIONALE DELL’AUTOMO- 
BILE” (33rd International Auto- 
mobile Exhibition). In the back- 
ground is a cogwheel, symbolic- 
al of the automobile industry, and 
the Mole Antonelliana of Turin, 
where the exhibit is being held. 

At the bottom of the stamp, 
in smaller letters, is the inscrip- 
tion “TORINO 4-15-APRILE 
1851”, recording the place and 
dates of the exhibition. The value 
is repetitively boxed at each low- 
er corner. Like the Tuscan set, 
the Auto commem will be valid 
through December 31, 1951.

KOREAN RED REGIME 


by J. F. McGee 


Recently I acquired four Northern Korean covers. All of 
them are home-made and of native papers. They represent 
three kinds of paper. One cover, which was registered, is of a 
semi-transparent paper with a paneled surface. Two aré of a 

smgrmee 2 thin coarse white stock issued by 
the Korean communist govern- 
ment. 


-The covers are also of a differ- 
ent sha than those we prefer 
for ordinary correspondence, as 
Chinese, which the educated Ko- 
reans employ in writing, is writ- 
ten from the top to the bottom of 
the paper, and not from the left 
to the right as with English. Con- 
sequently to accomodate the ad- 
dress in Chinese on an envelope 
it is made long and narrow, and 
one end is the top and the other 
is the bottom. The stamps on these 
are placed at the top. 


Like in Japan, paper is used for 
a great many purposes in Korea, 
including window panes in place 
of glass. There once were many 
small paper mills in Korea. I say 
once, for the Russians undoubtedly 
removed the equipment of those 
in the northern district to send to 
their more poverty-ridden coun- 
try. Nice comrades! 


The Koreans centuries ago strip- 
ed their mountains of forests for 
uel. Their attitude was to let fu- 
ture generations look after them- 

selves, and there were no replant- 
ings. Therefore the only material

A gentle method is to work on the prisoner 
with a saw-like instrument with a blade of a rough hempen 
cord. The cord quickly burns and tears into the flesh, and if 
the man is stubborn or faints under the ordeal he is likely to 
have the ligaments in an arm or leg servered, and thus be 
crippled for life. Executions are by decapitation. I suppose like 
in China, the condemned person is first stupefied with opium, 
and willingly gets down on his hands and knees for the ex- 
ecutor to lop off his head. 

I have digressed somewhat to acquaint the reader with 
the character of the Asian, so he can understand the jnhuman- 
ity of the Northern Korean and Chinese soldiers toward cap- 
tured U. N. prisoners. The plain fact is that the Oriental, in- 
cluding the Russian, does not fit into western civilization,

The Peabody-Montgomery Rest 
Haven at Taunggyi was opened 
im 1927, It was the result of the 
work of a retired American Bap- 
tist missionary, Miss Lizbeth B. 
Hughes, and was aided by a gen- 
erous endowment from an Amer- 
ican woman who did not want 
her name used, It was never in- 
tended to care for active, or open 
cases of tuberculosis, but mere- 
ly to provide a rest home for 15 
or 20 girls and women whose ten- 
dency toward tuberculosis might 
be arrested by favorable climate, 
adequate diet, and rest. The Rest 
Haven was the only institution 
of its kind in all of Burma de- 
voted exclusively to tubercular 
work. 

When the war came, in 1941, 
it was necessary, of course, to 
abandon the home. After the war, 
in 1947, Miss Hughes returned to 
her home in Taunggyi, but did 
not feel strong enough to take up 
the responsibility of repairing the 
Rest Haven building and reopen- 
ing the home. 

A Rest Haven committee was 
appointed by the Mission. This 
committee supervised the repair 
and refurnishing of the building 
and the institution reopened in 
November, 1948, the same month 
the seals were issued, 

In January, 1949,.civil war 
broke out in Burma and it soon 
became evident that people eith- 
er could not send their sick girls 
to the home, because of disrupt- 
ed communications, or were un- 
willing to have them away from 
home in those unsettled times. 
finally, in August, 1949, the home 
was closed, Until the present time 
conditions have been too turbu- 
lent to warrant the reopening of 
Rest Haven, but it is possible

The seal, as pictured herewith, 
is the only seal ever issued in 
Burma. It is printed in a greyish 
green and the double barred 
cross and date are in carmine. 
They were issued in sheets of 16 
seals, 4 x 4, perforated on all 
four sides with wide margins. 

At the top of the sheet was 
an explanation for issuance con- 
sisting of the following: “Rest 
Haven in Taunggyi is the only 
institution in all of Burma de- 
voted exclusively to the relief 
of tuberculosis. The money re- 
ceived from the sale of these 
seals will help to re-equip the 
sanatorium, and your use of these 
seals on your letters will help 
to advertise our work. The dou- 
ble red cross is the world-wide 
emblem of the fight against tu- 
berculosis, Rest Haven Commit- 
tee.” 

The seal was designed by the 
Rev. Leonard A. Crain, director 
of publications, American Bap- 
tist Burma Mission, and 5750 
sheets were printed by the Cal- 
cutta Printing Works in Ran- 
goon, Despite the outbreak of 
civil war which occurred as the 
seals were being distributed, to- 
tal receipts were about 3632 ru- 
pees or about $764 U. S.

Postal Notes were sold. On that 
day they were discontinued for all 
time. 

When first introduced some 
years ago they were intended to 
provide a cheap means for the 
sending of amounts under $10. 
Regardless of the amount of value 
each note had up to that sum, 
they were first sold at the uni- 
form rate of 5c each. That’s about 
half the fee for a money order. 





Later the fee was raised to 8c 
at which figure it remained for 
the duration of the service.

On June 30, the Money Order, 
as it is now constituted, will be 
discontinued, Those of you who 
are interested in such things can 
have a Money Order made out

Beginning July 1, the Post Of- 
fice Department will place in 
use pre-punched cards for various 
amounts such as are fed through 
tabulating machines. In fact, that 
is the type cards they are, and 
that’s how their accounting will 
be handled.

Just to keep you current with 
what is happening in the realm 
of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans and their commemorative 
stamp, the following is offered.

1808 that Jefferson Davis, presi- 
dent of the Confederacy was born 
in Christian, now Todd County, 
Kentucky.

It will 
include a church service in Nor- 
folk and the placing of a wreath 
at the cell in Fortress Monroe 
where Davis was held prisoner. 

The ranks of UCV survivors 
was cut yet again when on April 
7 Thomas Wiley Guinn, 102, died 
at his home near Augusta, Miss. 
He was that state’s last Confed- 
erate veteran. 


This column has always been 
concerned 100% with United 
States postage stamps and related 
matter, but in replying to a read- 
er, I am going to stray slightly. 
He states that because the four 
stamps for this year are hardly 
adequate to sustain his interest 
in stamp collecting, and because 
he is definitely not interested in 
foreign, he is going to give up 
collecting. 

Well, perhaps he wasn’t a very 
ardent or interested collector in 
the first place. 

It is about disinterestedness in 
foreign stamps that I would like 
to make some comment, I be- 
lieve most United States citizens 
collect United States because of 
loyalty, and the ease with which 
about 250 of the stamps can be 
gotten. After that it gets tough 
financially which is always an 
interest killer. 

Since most U. S. “specialists” 
as they call themselves are not 
willing to pay the folding money 
needed to get the better items, 
they are confined thereby to 
what the Post Office Department 
produces, They have gotten into 
all kinds of monkey business like 
buying sheets of commems for 
investment, and otherwise frit-

tering away, or tieing up their 
stamp spending money in things 
which can give them little pleas- 
ure or pride. 

Even if they bought blocks of 
all issues it wouldn’t run them 
very much. So they have an urge 
to collect stamps, and no place to 
spend their money for items 
which they could enjoy. 

If a person is collecting stamps 
strictly for the pleasure he gets 
from the hobby, or even if his 
purchases are made with an eye 
on the investment angle, there 
are a number of foreign coun- 
tries which produce issues of 
greater merit than the United 
States, and which if we must 
be mercenary, are better invest- 
ments by far. 

Most collectors have enough 
time and money left over from 
their pursuit of U. S. stamps to 
become interested in one or more 
foreign countries. I highly recom- 
mend collecting foreign with your 





United States. After you are at 
it for a while, I believe you will 
favor the foreign, 

Because the Scott Catalog is so 
costly, something which appar- 
ently can’t be helped, lack of 
such a reference book has slowed 
the interest in foreigns. But it 
is possible to get along nicely 
nevertheless without it. 

As to being taken, there is 
not too much chance of that, for 
the competition among dealers in 
the foreign issues field, and for 
most of the sets of the past 30 
years is too keen to permit any 
one of them to mark his mater- 
ial out of reason. 

Likewise with the many dealers 
advertising such material in this 
paper, you have an excellent op- 
portunity to shop among them 
for price. That’s is one of the 
advantages of being a subscriber 
to a paper which has lot’s of ad- 
vertisers like Linn’s. 





Since the war, World War II 
that is, more and more mail is 
moving on rubber in place of 
iron than ever before. The buses 
and trucks are taking over from 
the railway mail car in many 
places throughout the nation, 
especially for distances of 200 
miles and less, 

The railway mail clerks are 
alarmed about the situation for 
it tends to unemployment even 
though the Post Office Depart- 
“rubber brigade” as rapidly as 
possible, 

The situation is brought on 
mainly by two factors. One, the 
railroads want to eliminate all 
unprofitable short hauls, and 
short branches for profit reasons. 
And secondly, the Post Office De- 
partment finds that shipping the 
mail by truck for distances up 
to 200 miles speedier and more 
economical, some times by as 
much as 100%. 

By using trucks and the HPO 
buses a lot of handling is elim- 
inated, In the first place once 
mail is loaded it stays put until 
removed at the receiving dock of 
the post office. By train, it had to 
be loaded on a truck, hauled to the 
depot, loaded on the train, re- 
moved from the train at destina- 
tion, and then hauled to the post 
office and unloaded, 

Chicago is soon to inaugurate 
a trucking mail system on May 1 
according to Thomas C, McCarty 
of that city. It will involve nine 
routes through various suburban 
towns to be awarded by contract 
to private trucking firms. 

Postmaster John, Haderlein ex- 
pects to save as much as $125,000 
annually on just this one func- 
tion of his office. 

Sadly though, for the cover 
fans, there will be no cachets to 
mark the inauguration of the 
trucking service. 


There would be no better time 
than now to petition the govern- 
ment for a commemorative stamp 
to honor one of this nation’s 
greatest generals and top foreign 
affairs advisers. I refer to Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

Instead of piddling around writ- 
ing to the Post Office Depart- 
ment which never pays attention 
to anyone anyhow, write directly 
to President Truman at the White 
House. 

Oh, what am I saying?

Austria Honors 
Joseph Lanner 


Another Austrian composer of 
waltzes, Joseph Lanner, became 
the subject of a commemorative 
stamp which had its first day of 
use on April 12. He was a con- 
temporary of Johann Strauss (the 
father) famous in his own right 
for many waltz compositions, 
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Lanner and Strauss collabora- 
ted on a number of compositions 
and on many occasions played 
them together in public on their 
violins. A monument in Vienna’s 
City Hall Park shows both men 
playing side by side on their in- 
struments as they so often did 
in life. 

It was erected as a memorial to 
both, and also as a symbol of 
that epoch in Viennese life when 
the waltz was king, and the city 
acquired its name of “Gay Vien- 
na”. 


to others in the Famous Austrians 
series, It pictures Lanner in a 
bust portrait. Denomination is 60 
groschen and the color a bluish 
green. Printing was executed at 
the Austrian State Printing 
Works 

Two of Austria’s well known 
stamp artists, Wilhelm Dachauer 
and Ferdinand Lorber were re- 
sponsible for the design and en- 
graving respectively. 

The stamp was first placed on 
sale April 7 but did not become 
valid for postage until the 12th. 

Joseph Lanner was born in Vi- 
enna on April 12, 1801. Early in 
life he showed a great fondness 
and aptitude for music becoming 
proficient in playing the violin 
and in composition without any 
formal instruction. 

With Strauss the elder he form- 
ed a quartet which played in the 
public gardens of Vienna. The 
music of the group became so 
popular and in such demand that 
it was expanded into a rather 
sizeable orchestra after which it 
performed at all the important 
social functions including those 
at court. On these occasions Lan- 
ner and Strauss alternated in 
conducting the group, 

Lanner gave the waltz its pres- 
ent extended form, developing it 
from the old fashioned “Laend- 
ler’, the genuine Vienna national 
dance, and may virtually be con- 
sidered the founder of all mod- 
ern dance music. 

His published compositions in 
that line and his marches are 208 
in number. 

Typhus claimed his life at the 
age of 42, on April 14, 1843. He 
lies buried in Vienna side by 
side with his friend and collab- 
orator, Johann Strauss, 

Edwin Mueller of New York 
City, and the Austrian Postal 
Administration supplied the de- 
tails. about this new stamp.
